TO SPITE WORK. 


NO INDICTMENT AGAINST T. N. 
M’CAULEY IN NEW YORK.

Wealthy Man Arrested in Los An- 
geles by Pinkerton Detectives Found 
to Have Been the Victim of Eastern 
Enemies—No Criminal Charge 
Against Him There or Elsewhere. 


Arrested in Los Angeles by the Pink- 
erton detectives upon request of the 
New York authorities, T. N. McCaul- 


‘ley, a wealthy former banker of New 


York, was held under bond here for 
two weeks only to be released yester- 
day upon information from the East 


any indictment against him. 

Justice Selph, upon the request of 
Diet.-Atty. Fredericks, yesterday re- 
leesed the McCauley bondemen and 
diemissed the fugitive warrant, which 
had been filed in his court. 

Mr. McCauley will make Los Angeles 
his home and intends to conduct a 
mining business bere. At present he 
is living with his brother, a wen- 
known capitalist of Pasadena. 

McCauley came to Los Angeles about 
a month ago. He had only been hefe 
a short time when a telegram was re- 
ceived by Superintendent Bailey of the 
local branch of the Pinkerton service, 
to arrest him on indictments made in 
New York. With the order to Bailey 
came a request to the local police de- 
partment, asking Capt. Flammer to 
asvist Bailey in making the arrest. 
This request was made by the New 
York police. McCauley was arrested 
and taken to the Central Station. He 
was arraigndd before Justice Selph and 
his ball fixed at $15,000. This amount 
was furnished by McCauley's friends. 
He had only been out on bail a few 
‘days when a warning was received by 
the District Attorney to the effect that 
McCauley intended to jump his bond. 
McCauley heard of this report and hur- 
ried to court and promptly satisfied the 
authorities that he tntended to fight 
he case. 

Two postponements were granted 
and then Attorney Gibbon demanded 
that proper charges be filed against 
hie client or the case dismissed. The 
Pinkerton representatives wired New 
York for complaints, as did the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the police, but re- 
ceived no reply.

WOMEN HARD. 


They're not Good Parents, 


Says Bettinger. 
— — 
Professor Also Severe on the 
Teachers and Others. 


Wit and Wisdom Abound at 
Institute Sessions. 


Prof. C. E. Rugh of the State Uni- 
versity at Berkeley addressed the city 
teachers im the Polytechnic Auditori- 
um yesterday on “Existing Social Con- 
ditions.” Among other things he said: 

“The corporations have attempted to 
solve the labor question by eliminat- 
ing from it the personal element; the 
labor unions have attempted to ve 
it in the same way—that is, by get- 
ting the same pay for the same hours 
of work, no matter what the degree 
of efficiency. We can never solve the 
capital and labor question until the 
personal element gets back into it.” 

He declared that the influence that 
will have the greatest effect in the 
— of a teacher is her idea of so- 

v. 

“The limitations of the child's un- 
folding are noc in the child, but in the 
teacher; we must base our teaching 
upon the mind as a germ principle.” 

The lecture was full of interesting 
details of what has been accomplished 
by people, sometimes under seemingly 

— conditions. 

“HANDS IT” TO TEACHERS. 

Prot. M. C. Bettinger, one of the 
assistants in the office of the city su- 
perintendent, delivered a lecture on 
“Nagging,” which was a series of hits 
at the shortcomings of teachers. 

“Nagging,” he said, “is used bea 
people, by selfish people, and it is gen- 
erally believed to be a phase of dis- 
cipline.” . 

He was particularly severe on the 
teacher who starts on a high plane 
and demands that the pupils come at 
once to her level. He said she should 
start down where the children are. 

The professor also paid hig respects 


to 1 

usiness men,“ he declared, “are 
Gisqualified to care for children, de- 
Cause they are absorbed in other 
things, — the same thing shuts out 
society women. They shift the re- 
sponsibility onto Providence, 
schoolteacher and the servants. 

“It shuts out people who are over- 
much absorbed im religious affairs. It 
shuts out the weak or selfish teacher 
who says she is there to teach and not 
to wear herself out correcting chil- 
dren. The trouble with her is that she 
begins at the wrong place. ‘ 

“It shuts out the teacher who makes 
the mistake of striving to moke the 
children all over on the same pattern; 
it shuts out the principal who only 
knows one type of teacher, and the 
superintendent who wants to bring all 
his teachers to one dead level.” 

Regarding marching the children in 
of the schrolhouse the rro- 
essor said: 

“Military discipline ts all right, but 
it is not sulted to public schools. The 
forming of the children in line and 
compelling them to move with fault- 
less precision; marching them into the 
hall, up the crooked stairs and around 
the corners, without the slightest devi- 
ation, will drive the best of us to some 
sort of nagging tactics, sooner or later 
most of us sooner. Children ought 
to pass in and out of school as they 
pass through life. It would take a 
great strain off the teacher.” 

He advised the teacher to look ahead, 
see what is coming, and get there 
ahead of the children. 

“Children should never be made to 
feel that they are little, or mean or 
bad.” he added. Let it be a pretty 
good sort of a boy who has thoughtiess- 
ly done a wrong thing.” 

BUNKER HAS SOME FUN, 

Prof. F. F. Bunker, second 
im the office of the City Superin t. 
delivered a very interesting and in- 
strucgive address at the High School 
auditorium, on “History.” 

He caused no end of amusement 
reading a large number of answers to 
questions in history, submitted to the 
sixth and seventh grades last year. 
These questions were intended to 
demonstrate whether certain text books 
had taught the children anything. Here 
are a few samples of answers: 

“Abraham Lincoln was a fiice man 
and he wrote many beautiful stories 
and poems.“ 

“The big question the people- are try- 
ing to decide now is where we shall put 
another star on the flag for the State 
ef Oklahoma.”

Prof. Bunker advocated omitting 
from history instruction ali the smaller 
details, and giving more attention to 
the greater events. He aske 

“What's the use of carrying around 
m your brains a lot of old junk that 
you will never have any use for? The 
only way to teach children history is 
to have them uee it. Talk it over with 
them, and have them rack their mental 
laboratory for the facts. 

“It would be vastly preferable in 
the teaching of history, if, instead of 
plunging into the monetary and com- 
mercial systems of the country, the 
boys and girls went out from the 
schools with a full knowledge of the 
birth and growth of this splendid 
country of ours, and of the splendid 
men who helped to make it.” 

THE COUNTY THRACHERS. 

The general meeting of the county 
teachers in Simpson Auditorium was 
largely attended again yesterday. The 
session opened with the singing of 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers,” and “My 
Old Kentucky Home,” under the lead- 
ership of Miss Kiste Whitman. 

Dr. W. P. Smith gave a review of 
Bagley’s “Educative * and 
Superintendent Moore spoke of “Mex- 
ico and Her Schools.” 

All phases of the teacher's work 
were discussed in section meetings held 
in many different places.
